It seems that out of several hundred citi- 
zens called on in Richmond, Va., to try 
Grant, indicted for the murder of Potianp, 
only two were found who had not formed an 
opinion. Whether the opinions all the rest 
had formed, were such as ought to have dis- 
qualified them from acting as jurors, we are 
not informed: but they seem to-have had 
that effect, as the Sheriff has gone into ad- 
joining towns to find enough men who haye 
not formed opinions, to form a jury. 

We have seen as yet no direct proof of the 
fact that Grant did shoot Potiarp in the 
manner alleged. * That fact remains to be es- 
tablished by evidence. If it is established, 
it will remain for the defendant to show that 
the killing was not murder, but was justified 
or its guilt mitigated by the fact that Por- 
LARD had made an unpleasant publication 
about Granr’s sister, We presume the diffi- 
culty in getting a jury is due to the fact that 
nearly all the citizens of Richmond justiyy 
the killing on that ground. If so, the fact is 
not creditable to Richmond as a city pre- 
tending to be governed by law, and generally 
supposed to belong to a civilized, rather than 
a half-civilized or barbarous state of society. 

The distinctive feature of a civilized com- 
munity is that if is governed by law ;—that 
of a savage state isthat it knows nothing of 
law, but is governed by the private passions 
of ite individual members. Crimes are com- 
mitted in both, of very much the same char- 
acter and involving the same results. But 
in civilized communities they are punished 
by the State, as offences against the general 
good, and by laws made for the common 
safety and applicable'to all alike; whereas 
in @ savage state, each person takes the.re- 
dress of his own wrongs into his own hands 
and inflicts upon the offender such penalties 
as his own passions may prompt. 

That individuals should do this.in every 
community is inevitable; for there will be 
individual savages in every community, no 
matter how highly cultivated the mass of its 
people may be. But when such acts are per- 
petrated, and are approved and jystified by 
the whole community, the inference is irre- 
sistible that the whole community is losing 
the distinetive characteristics of civilized 
society, and is falling into the habits and 
passions of the savage. state. 

This Grant business fis likely to test the 


character of the City of Richmond’in this, 


respect. That Potzarp acted in a very dis- 
reputable and manner,—-that 
Grant should been very indignant 
about it, and that should have in- 
spect of the community ‘by his conduct, is 
very natural and proper. And if Grant had 


inflicted upon him personal chastisement, or’ 


affixed to his name and person some dis- 
graceful and indelible brand, by way of pen- 


alfy for an offence not properly provided for, 


by law, he would not have violated es- 
sential justice or have incurred the serious 
censure of upright men.
